This policy allows 
a bonus of $12.00 on an “A” 
grade ram and $8.00 on a “B” 
grade ram. In addition the de- 
partment pays the shipping 
charges to the farmer’s nearest 
rail point.

Pasture Management 

‘Most pastures are being heavi- 
ly overgrazed this year. In order 
to protect this pasture, stock 
should be moved off it as soon as 
any other grazing is available. 
It would also be advisable to 
keep stock off regular pastures 
next spring in order to let them 
recover, otherwise the carrying 
capacity will be greatly reduced 
and cattle will not do as well as. 
they should. Rye seeded now 
might still make a bit of pasture 
this fall and will provide pasture 
next spring. - 
Lacombe Hogs 

There is to be a further re- 
lease of 100 boars and 15 breed- 
ing groups of the Lacombe breed 
this fall. Once again the release 
will be made on the basis of a 
chance draw. The _ breeding
